In fact this ticket barely beat out the write-in space on the

For the second year in a row, the student body will have a 
non-Greek for its president. The only noticeable change from last: 


' year’s high office independent ticket is the addition of sophomore 
Zadina. This addition was-an apparent move to get needed’ votes 


from the Greek students at the expense of dropping bootstrap 
K. Jim Anderson from the ticket. 
The total vote last spring was 1, 156. This year's total of 1,291 . 


represents a meager 135 vote increase. 


If the campaign lacked enthusiasm, it made up for it with 


political maneuvering and rhetoric. 


In a political advertisement in the Gateway, the new president 
and vice-president made personalities of their opponents a prime 


- target.: 


This was inherent i in the campaign theme of, “Proven Leader- 
ship” and “responsible” student government. In. the advertise- 
ment it was stated, ‘‘We’re in favor of Christ.on Christmas. and 
leaving your bricks at home.” These are hardly’ ‘campaign issues 


on this campus: 


Tf responsibility was the true intent of the campaign, such 


~ language would not have been necessary.

On the other side,.Honore and Powers. worked. to point out the | 
passage of a new student constitution would not benefit anyone. 


_ but the Wild-Zadina administration. 


Their intent was not necessarily to serve the students but to 


aid their campaign. 


. It was also stated in the Wild advertisement that “the most 
responsible way to obtain student rights is through student -gov- 
ernment. Sit-ins may be effective at times but only results in re- 


sentment by the administration, faculty and community..." 


This position seems to be one of the most well-known political 
sell-outs since Wild’s former vice-president Mike Nolan pushed 
the Student Senate to back most of the actions taken during the 


so-called sit-in. 


Although there was no tremendous amount of enthusiasm
